The successful termination of these opera. 
tous in aà manner so highly beneficial to the 
interests of humanity and to the security 
and advantage of the British Possessions in 
in these seas, must be entirely attribut… 
ed to the prompt, judicious and palitic 
measures adopted under the personal direc. 
tion of the Commander of the Forces. 
And althe?’ the applause so justly due on this 
occasiou, may rather fall within the province 
of a higher autherity, to whom the proceedings 
Will be sabmitted, it is gratifying to the 
Lieutenant Governor that he is not preelvded 
from bearing public testimony of the services 
Which have been rendered, nor of expressing 
his admiration of the suprerior talent and 
character which has been so Conspicuous 
throughout. 

The Lieutenant Governor requests Colonel 
Ciilespie will accept his best thanks for the 
zeal, ability and precision with which the 
service has been executed; and in recording 
his entire approbation and unreserved confr.

Honcrahle Sir, 

As Ì hare been lately employed in ac. 
quring every information, connected with 
the barbarous and cruel Murder of the Datch 
Factory and Garrison at Palembang, I have 
deferred the transmisston of any oticial re. 
port to you wpon this melancholy enbject 
until T should have obtained the mast ac. 
curate knewledge of si the partigutars, that 
the atrocity of the transactions enabled me to 
collect— In my enquiries T have been Ocea. 
sionally so bewildered, by falsehood, guilt, 
and prevarications, that f have experienced 
considerable difficulty in selecting ie eviden. 
ces most worthy of aitention. The choice 
however has been made with the greatest care, 
and Ï imagine the circomstances which F sta:t 
Row relate to you, may be considered in every 
way deserving of belisf. 

You are pot ignorant that Pangarang Ratao 
tie eldest Son of the late Sultan, is one of the 
mest abomzable, and teprineipled Villians 
that ever disgraced humarity. ‘The Crimes 
cenimitted by tis barbaroes and sangiinarv 
Assassin, since the period he has been enabied 
to induige his abandened incìinatiens, have 
boen distinguished Ey circamstances of SICh 
aggravated crneity, and guilt, that the in. 
habitants of the kingdom have beheid him 
with one common sentiment of

of ris iniguitgus morster, that the Massacre 
ef the Dutch, may originally be aftributed, 
and to theindulgence of his vicious propen- 
sities, that his faer Ís now indebted for 
banishment aud degradation. 

Among ofher pursuits that were followed 
by him with great avidity was that of speer. 
ing the unhappy and defenceless wretches, 
whom he accidental?y encountered in his law. 
less excursions, or of sacrilicing their wives 
and daughters to his abandoned cruelty and 
tust.—lin ore of these infamous adventures, 
he became enamoured of a Chinese woman, 
whose person he was determined to enjoy, and 
test he should fail, in support of his dark and 
diabolical character, he determined on com- 
pelling the unfortunate husband, to assist in 
the completion of his wive’s dishonour.— he 
refinement thus ezercised upou eruelty and 
rapine, was more than the unfortunate kus. 
band could sustain without complaint.—iHe 
knew himself to be in the neighbourhood of 
the Patch Garrison, and called loudly from 
h's house, for protection and assistance, An 
armed party was detached to his aid, and 
‘pursned the Paugerang Ratoo to his Prow on 
the River, without heiug sensible of the dig. 
nity they were so successfully routing, the 
Eiscowary of tais unpicasant truth was made

The accomplishraent of this barbarous pur- 
pese, was too successfully realized within the 
period specified by the Pangerang Raroo. A 
message was sentto the Resident, the Com. 

vandent, and principal Officers of the Garri. 
san, in which the Sultan requested them to 
appear in his presence, for the transaction of 
some iraportant business. The designing cow- 
ards took advantage of this treacherous ma. 
nceuvre to introduce within the walis of the 
Fort, a multitude of armed Malays as the 
fokowers of the great men, who brought the 
message from the Suitan. 

Vae anwary and confiding Duichmen, un- 
sapieious of evil intentions were speedily sur= 
rounded without the hope of escape, the guns 
were all seized by parties on the ramparts, 


and tee anfortunete Garrison were dragged to. 


u scene cf coìdeblooded crueltv, that can ne. 
ver be contemplated, but wtth sentiments of 
sorrow and abhorrerce proportioned to the 
enormity of such uamerited and unprovoked 
violence, 

Among the Agents and instruments of this 
sanguinary transaction, there is no character, 
so remarkably prominent as that of Towa- 
gerg Louong, the principal Magistrate of the 
Town. He was uot oniy the harbinger of 
treachery and deceit, in the first instance, 
but he was subseguently the promoter of the 
Sultans eruelty, and his adviser to destroy the 
Foret, and leave no vesiage of Dutch property 
remaining in Palembang, in order, that they 
might for ever be exempted from an ailiauce 
with Vuropean natious. 

In considering the choize of an Ambassador 
45 our Government, À cannot sufficientiy ex 
press ry astonishment st the boldness and an 
dacity vi the Sultan, who selected this infamous 
assacthi, as his Agent and representative on 
Jara, 5e 

The very countenance of the villain betrays 
the gaïlt of which he is capable, and the un- 
wearied obstinaey, with which in spite of eve- 
ry proof, he denied all knowledge of the 
teonsactiea, proclaims him in my epiniou to 
have been deeply involved ia the commission 
of the murder, aad clearly meriting tue most 
exemplary punishment. I have therefore sti. 
_prlated most exprossly with Adipattie, that 

all the promoters and abettors of this inhuman 
massacse, shall be treated with great severity, 





ihat their property shall be sequestered the 


rioment they are kaown, and a portion of it 
laid aside, for the support of the wives and 


orphans, who have been so eruelly deprived 


of their natural protectors.

A'he remaining women were sent as slaves 
up the Country, and the relation of distress, 
starvation and misery they encountered in 
their bondage, is calculated to excite such sen 
timents of horror and indignation against the 
whole race, that at times Lean with dilieulty 
hold intercourse with people allied to such 


monsters of barbarity. 


She was embarked on the boats, and 


left herin the jungle without rourishment, 
support or shelter. 

To detail the vartous miseries they sufered 
in slavery, would occupy more time, than Ì 
hare it at present in my power to bestow, 
their focd was always precarious, and during 
menths they lived on Beetle.nut, on thc 
refuse of tie danghiil, in short there was no 
refincment of oppressien to which they were 
zot sabjected by the despotic Tyraat. 

'Fheir joy on emancipation is proportioned 
to the severity of their former sufferings and 
their gratitude to the Government is animated 
and sincere. Except the one previously specie 
fied they are nearly all of them umder uy 
protection, and Ì shall take the earliest op- 
portunity of either forwarding them to their 
friends on Java, or permit them to remain 
on the Island of Banka until some further 
arrangements may be made respecting them. 

I have endeavoured tovascertain as correct. 
ly as [ can the primitive source of the Suitans 
inhumanify, which is clearly to be attributed 
to the unbounded indulgence he has always 
hestowed on the vices of his Son. He ap. 
pears to have tolerated him iu the pursuit of 
every evil, and protected him in the accom. 
pliskment of every object to which his ‘uaraly 
passion or violent inclinations hurried him 
forward. He appears to have been but an 
jastrument for the protection of his Sons 
wickedness, and has discovered too late by 
his own overtbrow, the meloncholy conse» 
guences, that ought always to attend so 
uapriucipled a departure from every sacred 
law and moral obligation.

On the 16th ultimo came on the trial

of Litjong, a Native of Bali and the slave 
of a Chinese. 


The indictment or act of accusation 


against the prisoner, set forth, that on the 


evening of the9th February the prisoner 


was occupied in roasting Maize or Indt- 
an Corn in the cook-room near the house 


of his Master, who was the Potia of the 


Bazar ot Poeloe Gadang-r that a female 
slave, named Jongley, also_ belonging 
to the same Master, came in front of the 
said Litjong while he was so employed 


and seizing the Indian Corn which Lit 


jong had put on the fire, threw it on the 


ground— On which Litjong became enra- 
ged, seized the slave girl Jongley and 
gave her two cuts or wounds with & knife, 


which ke had in his hand, one on the right 


shoulder and the othec above the ieft breast 
from which wounds tbe said slave-girl 
died, 

On these grounds the Prisoner was 
charged with the murder of the slave gil 


Jongiey. 


The Prisoner pleaded guilty of the 


death of Jengtey ; but added thac what he 
did was in a passion and when he had not 


the use of his senses. 


‚ A Juvauese named Jong, produced by 
the Advocate Fiscal, deposed that on the 


ih February, w‚ile sitting at the door of 


the hous of the ;?utia of Poeloe Gadorg, 

he heerd loud eries from the back of the 

House. on which he weut towards the 
ì . & 

place and fouad the slave-girl Jongley 


lying oa the ground, whilst the Prisoner 
had a knife in his hand.— That he imime- 
diately called for assistance ; 
it arrived seized Litjong,—That the 
Chinese Boeloes afterwards came to his 
assistance, when they wrested the kmte 
from tre hands of the Prisoner, that he 
afterwards perceived the slave Girl Jung- 
ley was dead and that she had received 
tivo wounds, the one on the right shoulder 
aad the other above the left Breast. 

The Chinese Boeloes corroborated the 
above statement, adding that he had often 
heard that the Prisoner Liijorg had quar- 
rels with Jongley. 

Phe knite beme produced, the two 
above mentioned Witnesses swore to its 
being the same which they wrasted from 
the hands of the Prisover. 

The Jury found the Prisoner guiliy— 
Death. :

“Although the delay which has oceurred in 
the receipt of that report, has retarded a pul 
lic expression of that distinguished applause 
which the gallaat Troops engaged in the ope: 
rations of the late siege, have so justiy àequir- 
ed, yet this delay has been attended with the 
advantage of éxhibiting ât the same poiat of — 
time, both the specific merits of the Officers 
and Corps employed in the arduous assault of 
the 2d witìmo, and the successful eBects of 
the heroic intrepidity and exertion displayed 
on that occasion, in the subsequent surrender 
of the Fortress, on terms combining with a 
Yindication of the rights and dignity of the 
British Government, à practicál acknowledg. 
ment of the triumph of its arms, on the part 
of the enemy to whom they were oppased. 

His Lordship in Council cordially unites in: 
the sentiments of admiration expressed by His 
Excellency the Commander in Chief, at the 
exeïnplary exertious, zeal and persevering cou= 
Tage manifested by Lieutenant Colonel Ma 
bey, of Ilis Majesty's 53d Regiment, and the 
brave officers and men ‘acting uùder his imme… 
diate. cammandin the assault of the 2d ultime ; 
and desires that the public thanks of- this 
Government hè coliveyed to them, gencrally 
and individually, for those distinguished ef. 
forts of energy and. valour by which they have 
sustained and augmented the glory of the 
British arms, and by which, notwithstanding 
the immediate failure of the assault, alone ren 
dered unsuccessful by obstacles and difficulties 
physically insurmountable, they finally -ac= 
complished the object of the late arduous and 
important enter prize. 

His Lordship in Council further records the 
acknowledgements due to Colonel Martindell, 
Commanding the Troops in the Province of 
Bundlecund, for the zeal, ability and judg.
